TWO ELECTIONS 


T 


HVO elections that will be watched with iriteiest this 


fall iinri that are of great importance, are those in 


Massachusetts end in New York City. Tlie Massachusetts 
campaign is being carried on by the Democrats with great 
enthusiasm inO the prospects are encouraging:. There is 
no hope, except among enthusiasts, of carrying the State 
this year, but there is a prospect of making Democratic 
victory possible in a few years by such a campaingn as 
is now going on. 


Col. Gaston, the party nominee for governor, and Rich- 


ard Olney secon-J, candidate for lieutenant governor, are 
young men of brilliant abilities and high standing and are 
throwing themselves into the v,ork with fervor. 


While not ignoring State issues they aie attacking- the 


Republican policy of protection and the Hanna policy of 
"stand pa£" showing the people by incontestible figures 
that Massachusetts and the entire east is suffering from 
the tariff exactions imposed by the Republican administra- 
tion. It Is an educational campaign and cannot be with- 
out results. 
"While Gaston may not be such a leader as 


"Willliam E. Russell, he has great genius for leadership and 
ample opportunity for accomplishment. The national ad- 
ministration has caused loss and dissatisfaction among 
Massachusetts business men and has injured som of her 
great industiics, notably the boot and shoe business. Re- 
publicans are becoming dissatisfied with the management 
of party affairs in the State and thousands of them are 
ripe for revolt if the right ,oppoitunUy is offered them. 
The socialist pai ty, that took many votes from the Demo- 
crats last year, is disintegrating and some of its most 
p jeminent and trusted leaders are leaving it. The social- 
ist vote will naturally come back to the Democratic party, 
from which it was taken. 


_ The result in ,Massachusetts will be more significant 


than in New York city. If Massachusetts shows a lirgely 
increased Democratic vote it will be good evidence oi' dis- 
satisfaction with Republican tariffs and an indication that 
people are getting ready to vote for tariff reform in the 
next national campaign. 


The New York election for mayor is of interest because 


it is claimed that if the Democrats cannot carry the city 
this year, they cannot carry the State next year 'and that 
without the vote of New Yoik the party cannot win the 
next election. Such an interpretation of the result in New 
York would be far fetched. The indications today are that 
McClellan, the Demociatlc candidate will win. He is op- 
posed by Low Republican and fusion. 
Until after Low's 


nomination the municipal situation In New York was di- 
vorced from national politics. Low was first elected as a 
fusioriist and but for Democratic votes could not have 
succeeded. 
He cannot be re-elected but with Democratic 


votes. 
The Republicans who dominate the fusion cam- 


paign, are straining every nerve not only for the results 
In New York but for the effect Low's victory will have on 
the country and are injecting partisanship into the cam- 
paign. 
Democrats who haVe been' opposed to Tammany 


have been helping along the fusion movement. Some of 
them stich to it. Others will help their party. The large 
element of uncertainty is as to how these fusion Demo- 
crats will divide. 


The very fact that Democratic votes are necessary to 


elect Low and that the Democratic vptes are divided 
shows how unjust it would be to hold that the next presi- 
dential election will be forecasted by the result in the mun- 
icipal election in New York. 


A Democratic victory there would be encouraging, as 


showing the determination of Democrats to stand by their 
party when partisanship is dragged into the fight. A de- 
feat would indicate nothing whatever as to th& feeling of 
the people on national Issues. 


HEN the trial of former Lieutenant Governor Tillman 


of South Carolina, for the murder of Editor Gon 


zales -was commenced, the Evening- Argus remarked thai 
South -Carolina as well as Tillman was on trial.- The re- 
sult, the acquittal of Tillman, is that South Carolina is 
convicted. Tillman claimed that he shot Gonzales because 
he though the editor was about to shoot him. The charge 
of the presiding judge was to the effect that Jf a man of 
ordinary prudence would have thought his life -was In dan- 
ger under the circumstances shown in the evidence "he 
would have been justified in shooting. 
The jury appears 


to have thought that an ordinarily prudent man would 
have so believed. The evidence showed that when the two 
men met Gonzaies crossed the sidewalk diagonally in front 
of Tiilman and had his hands in the pockets of his over- 
coat. Gonzales had severely criticised Tillman in his paper 
and it was shown that he had also talked threateningly 


Tillman's claim was that it was expected that when 


they met they would "shoot it out." 
It is because of the 


peculiar circumstances existing in South Carolina that 
Tillman was acquitted. Probably any other man like him 
would have shot under the same conditions. 
The jury- 


takes the view that a man who has been assailed'is ex- 
ppcted to shoot, that a man who has assailed another as 
bitterly as Gonzales did Tillman may be expected to shoot 
him, that both men would carry pistols and that that was 
the proper way to settle such differences. 
There are few 


States where such a code of honor and civilization pre- 
vails. It is an archaic condition of affairs. South Carolina 
is convicted because it was assumed by the jury that the 
events that occurred would occur under such circumstances 
and the jury knew the conditions existing in its own vi- 
cinage. 
It cannot be expected that South Carolina .can 


flourish and progress so long as such ideas prevail there. 


It appears now that while we were worrying about 


Charles Schwab's health, Charles was engaged in looking 
after something besides his health.

M. Toda, the labor contractor, who 


furnishes Japanese workmen for

Southern Pacific company, brought to 
The Journal office last evening a copy

a lecent issue of . the Sun Trade 


Journal, a publication in both English 
and the native tongue. .This unique 
publication contains an editorial en- 
titled "Japan and Russia," that may be 
of some interest at the present time. 
The closing sentence is rather amus- 
ing: 


There aie various rumors prevailing 


in Japan as to the question of war be- 
tween JapaJi and Russia. Every Jap- 
anese seems to be deeply interested m 
this important question. 
Of course, 


nothing certain is known among the 
mass of the people who simply guess 
at the progress of affairs. We think 
a great deal of guessing is going on 
even among professional news repor- 
ters. However, there is not doubt of 
the fact that Japan is keenly observ- 
ing- the attitude of Russia. 
There is 


quite a large number of men who are 
vehemently insisting on the advisabil- 
ity of fighting Russia on the ground 
that now is the best chance for Japan. 
"Now or never'' is the cry of this cla-ss 
of people; but it is not known yet what 
steps will be taken by the government 
of the Rising Sun. 
However, both the 


people and the government authorit- 
ies in Japan seem sanguine as to the 
victory of Japan, if war should break 
out. It Is difficult, however, to decide 
whether Russia could be brought to 
complete subjugation or not.
